Restriction and Mining at Beaches 

4. According to a public announcement in May 1952 all beaches in the 
Bay of Gdansk, except those especially set aside for bathing, were 
declared restricted areas . Bathing beaches were restricted After 
sundown. . At the same time all restricted beaches were mined with 
land mines and amphibious mines up to the two meter line and were 
patrolled at all times by the WOP.

5. Enlisted men of the Coastal Artillery wore regular sailor uniforms 
like personnel aboard ship except that the little bow holding the 
kerchief was red. Officers also wore regular blue service un iforms, 
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
